A Mellville Bell of Washington, in 
his note on “ Syllabic Consonants, ” read 
at the secemd session of the American 
Oriental society in this city, said: 
‘‘W hat is is a vowel? W hat is a con­ 
sonant? 
W ha t is a syllable? 
‘‘A vowel is defined as a nonfriction - 
al emission of the voice or of unvocal­ 
ized breath through an oral channel, 
w ith momentarily 
fi x ed configuration. 
Vowels therefore run smoothly into one 
another by merely altering the shap e of 
the oral p assage without interrup ting it. 
“ A consonant is defined as an inter­ 
ception of the breath or voice by oral 
stoppage, or by emission through side 
channels or through narrow 
chink s. 
The change from one consonant to an 
other thus involves a motion of the ar 
tieulating organs, p roducing, with more 
or less audibility, ¡1 puff , a flap or a sih- 
iliation. 
“ The two classes of elements meet in 
ee, y, 00, w. 
A syllable is any vocal 
element , uttered with a single imp ulse 
of voice. 
All the vocal elements in a 
syllable must be clustered together with 
out admix ture with nonvocal-, hut any 
number of nonvocals may precede or 
follow the vocal cluster without affect­ 
ing the syllabic unity. 
“ The consonants 
1, m, n, when they 
fir» ) final after consonant'', frequently 
form syllables without vowels, as in 
bottle. 
“ The b st of good p ronunciation is 
to give each syllable its own distinct 
sound, so that in the most rap id utte r­ 
ance the ear can trace the boundaries 
of every syllable. 
But tin* syllable 
sounds must be true to customary p ro­ 
nunciation. 
“ The name consonant, if held to i m ­ 
ply an element that cannot b 0 p ro­ 
n o u n c e d without a sonant or vowel, 
would he a misnomer, 
and

1« 
w ith in range. He says :

the lakes was frozen hard.

Nature's < old Storage lloimr. 


In the valley of tint IVtehora river, 
w hich Hows from the U ral mountain« 
into the A rctic ocean near N ova Zeni 
hla, there is a state of things which is 
attracting the attention of naturalists 
and is only on» more example of how 
judiciously nature does her work when 
her p rim itive conditions are observed. 
This valle.v hits a 
sturdy growth of 
crow berries, 
cloud I terries, cranberries, 
any 
number 
of 
sm all fruit 
hearing 
plants, w ith heath moss and lichens, 
some of w hich hear seed and fruit in 
great profusion. An eminent ornitholo­ 
gist, in the course of his researches in 
this locality, stopped for a little time. 
There were m illions of acres covered 
w ith these growths. The arctic summer 
has a perpetual sun, and the indigenous 
plants and trees grow and develop w ith 
great rapidity. The summer comes sud 
tid ily, and w ith it 
innum erable birds 
of all varieties, but 
tin y come to w hat 
seems a barren waste, for there is noth 
ing visible but snow and ice. W ith in 24 
hours, however, tins frost hound region 
changes its appearance. 
The snow dis­ 
solves, the let* m* Its aw ay, and nature’s 
bounty stands revealed. 
Th** autumn 
snows fall her* 
and cover the plants, 
w ith their load« of fruit, keeping it m 
the most 
perfect condition until 
the 
springtim e, when it furnishes food for 
the m illions ot 
birds that make this 
their summer home. — New York L* tig» r.

clude th* idea that he is governed «olely 
hy instinct. 
The theory w h ich is most 
generally accepted is that the bird is 
gifted w ith rem arkable eyesight and 
also w ith a memory for landm arks w h ich 
is superior to a sim ilar facu lty in any 
other anim al. That tlx* bird possesses a 
high order of intelligence i« shown from 
the fact that homers w hich have become 
lost in a race w ill frequently return to 
the room in w hich they have been kept 
at the starting point of their speed test. 
In selecting homing pigeons for ruc- 
ing purposes even the best fanciers often 
pick out birds as most 
like racers that 
cannot fly 20 m iles w ithout 
becoming 
lost 
The meanest, most scraggy looking 
bird, without a single good point, some­ 
times leaves its handsome competitor, 
who is, to all appearances, perfect in 
physical proportions, far in the rear. 
.Still, fanciers look w ith interest at four 
points in a homing pigeon w h ich are 
considered of prim e importance. 
The 
first of these is, strange as the fact may 
appear to a novice m the art, the eye. 
Mr. Starr, one of the foremost anti mo-t 
successful of Am erican 
fanciers, 
has 
this to say of the e y e : 
‘‘The w h ite eye may mean the cum u­ 
lct, and, if so, indicates that the bird 
w ill fly high, have great endurance and 
w in g power. II the eye is dark, the head 
round and the beak short and close lif­ 
ting, there w ill 
be a preponderance of 
the ow l type, and Hit* 
r«siilf w ill ho 
that tlx* bird w ill fly later at night, than 
any other type. But, w hatever tlx* ch a r­ 
acter of the color, the ball must extend 
beyond the line of tlx* head and he so 
placed that the bird should have a view 
ol what is behind as w ell as before it. 
W hen a hirtl returns from a jm irix y 
over much new territory, this protrusion 
of t he eyeball is great ly ux r as* d. show - 
ing to vvliat a great strain the powers of 
Vision have been subjected.’ ' 
W hile Mr, 
S ta ir, 
in common w ith 
oth* r successful Am erican fanciers, pays 
little or tin attention either to tlx* size 
or shape of the head, this point is the 
second at w hich European fanciers look 
w ith interest. 
It is generally conceded 
that the shape makes hut little differ­ 
ence. 
Tlx* skull 
may he Mat, long and 
narrow, or high, short and wide, hut if 
must have room for the brain, and for a 
large brain at that, or else tlx* bird is 
not considered a likely candidate for 
racing honors, 
(¿rent stress is laid on 
this organ by all 
Belgium and H olland 
fanciers, hut in this country tlx* feature 
is almost entirely overlooked. 
Tlx* chest should be broad and is of as 
great im portance as the wing. 
A nar­ 
row chested bird can fly no great dis­ 
tance 
without 
exerting 
tlx* 
muscles 
which give fullness to the breast beyond 
their endurance. 
The wings and tail 
should both 
he exceptionally long, as 
the tail acts as a rudder, and tlx* short­ 
er w ings require much added exertion 
for the same amount of flying. 
The color of a pigeon has no signifi­ 
cance, hut 
tlx* rule in breeding is to 
cross the colors when practicable. 
JCven 
tlx* best bred of the homers 
require most 
careful 
and intelligent 
trainin g before 
they 
are 
entered in 
races. W h ile the physique of tlx* End is 
w e ll developed at the age of 
10 weeks, 
it is thought best to give a considerably 
longer tim e for the brain to develop be­ 
fore the bird 
is trained for tlx* work 
w hich lies ahead of him. 
A t the age of 
4 months the first 
trial 
trips may be 
made, and he is then down from dis­ 
tances of between 2 and 00 miles at in 
t* rvals 
of 
two or three days apart. 
M any birds art lost in these trial trips, 
and those w hich return safely from the 
longer trial trips may be considered tit 
to enter m the young bird races. 
The 
shortest of these is 100 m iles in length, 
and birds are not supposed to he down 
more than 00 miles before taking part 
in the speed t rials. 
Fo r the young birds the system of 
training is supposed to accomplish tw o 
w id ely differ* nt results 
In tlx* first, 
place they teach tlx* young bird to re­ 
turn to his loft, and m th** second they 
develop tlx* muscles and prepare them 
| for the haul w m k w hich tlx* rao* - w ill 
require of them. Train in g trips for old­ 
er birds art* made w ith the sob* view of 
getting their muscles limbered up again 
I and toughened for tlx* longer ran >.—

Trie m anufacture of carborundum is 
one of the most unique of recen 11 v es­ 
tablished industries, ami the plant at 
N iag ara is one * if extreme interest in 
connection w ith the 
am azing 
power 
now generated at that locality. 
As is 
now w ell 
known, carborundum 
is a 
compound of carbon and silicon, in ap­ 
pearance presenting a surface of high 
luster, iridescent w ith m any colors, the 
valuable property of the substance con­ 
sisting in 
its 
extreme 
hardness, 
in 
w hich respect it stands next to tlx* d ia ­ 
mond, and consequently is com ing into 
extensive use as a polishing and abra­ 
sive agent. 
In the process of m anufac­ 
ture, quartz sand, coke, 
sawdust and 
salt are in tim ately mixed. Th is m aterial 
is placed in the furnace around a iarge 
cylin d er of coke and tlx* entire mass 
covered up and finally w alled ill w ith a 
loose fram ew ork of bricks. A t the ends 
of tins furnace are the poles or elec­ 
trodes of a pow erful electric circu it, and 
when the current is turned on an intense 
heat is produced, w hich results in a 
chem ical com bination of the carbon of 
tlx* coke and sawdust and the silicon of 
the sand. 
The process is continued for 
24 hours, and then, after cooling, the 
carborundum 
is extracted, a series of 
operations fin ally preparing it for the 
m arket.— N ew York Sun.
